Seven‘y-five Rounds Fought 
inthe Ring. 


TRIP TO THE GROUNDS. 


The Motley Crowd onthe Special 


Train. 


Ricrsora, Miss., July 8.—The speciai train 
arrived at5:30. After worrying around for 
half the nigut and speculat:ng on the chances 
for fight, the people at the hotels, clubs and 
on the streetsin New Orleans moved witha 
comn: impulse toward the depot. At 11:30 
o’clock the people trusted, not to street cars, 
but took cabsand carriages, and every jehu 
in the city did a land ojifice business. 

Down at the depot there was an indescriba- 
ble crush. It seemed as though everybody in 
the city was going tothe fight, and it happened 
that everybody wanted to get aboard at the 
same time. Through careless management 
the hoiders of inner ring tickets, who paid 
dearly for their trip, were forced to go through 
& narrow passageway, well guarded with 
policemen, to reach the cars. At this small 
opening severai hundred people congregated 
and jostled, pushed 

AND FOUGHT TO SECURE ADMISSION, 
Clothes were torn, hats crushed, and nervous 
people shocked, but the crowd finally got 
through, and seven cars of the select train 
were quickly tilled. In the throng were many 
of the most prominent people in the city of a 
business, financial, social and political charac- 
ter. It included bankers, merchants, lawyers, 
editors and reporters, and was perhaps as cos- 
mopol tan a gathering aslhas evercome tegether 
on any oceasion. During the crash pickpock- 
ets tricd to getin their work, and one sporting 
man from the north was relieved of his watch 
andchain. The greatest difficulty was experi- 
enced by the management in keeping people 
Without tickets off the. train. and a force of 
detectives was provided in each car. Some 
venturesome people who had no money to pay 
their way risked their lives 

ON THE ROOFS OF THE CARS 
and it required the strictest watching to dis 
covex all who hung on the trucks and other 
dangerous portions of the coaches. 

Just before the train was tinally made up, 
Attorney General Rogers came aboard with- 
Adjutant General Faires, and Colonel Clem 
Walker, of the governor’s staff and stated 
that the fight must positively not take place 
on Louisiana soil. 

At first no answer was made. but the officials 
were finally told that the men would not fight 
in this state. It was expected that troops 
would appear at the depot but of the two com- 
panies in the city one could muster but forty 
men and the other only a baker’s dozen 

RAILROADS BOUGHT UP. 

In reply toa requisition made on them by 
the governor for train accommodations for 
troops, the railroad people replied that the 
state could not be accommodated, since all 
their rolling stock had been chartered. The 
governor was, however, offered transportation 
with his men on a regular train. 

Donovan and Bottleholder Johnny Murphy, 
were on the train when Kilrain left the city 
yesterday. All their baggage, stronia water, 
etc., was left behind and Kilrain bad to use 
other water, which it was feared might hurt 
hiis condition. 

THE FIRST TRAIN, 

At 1:50 the first train with twelve coaches 
pulled out and the conductor and engineer 
were given instructions to go straight through 
to the battleground without a stop. Aboard 
tho train information was furnished ofiicially 
that both Sullivan and Kilrain had reached 
the battleground at 6:20. There was scarcely 
any betting at all on the train. The passengers 
simply talked over the merits of the two men 
and slept. On the way over many shots were 
fired in order to 

FRIGHTEN OFF STEALERS OF RIDES 
and the conductors found many tough charac- 
ters secreted in the closets and other out-of- 
the-way places. The discovery of one group 
of these non-ticket holders almost precipitated 
a shooting affray on the way over, but trouble 
was avoided by the ejectment of the sneaks. 

On tue train coming over were the chief of 
police of New Orleans, the commissioner of 
public buildings, and in fact,most of the prom- 
inent oflicials of the city. 

The attorney general and his staff left the 
car at Stidell and stood at the railway station 
until morning Waiting for the returning train, 
The fight took place at Richburg, which is 
ninetk-two miles from Meridian and 103 from 
New Orleans. So perfect were the ar- 

rangements that there was absolutely no fear 
of military interference. 
THE SECOND TRAIN. 

A crowd hung around the second train, wait- 
Ing patieutly for the cars to be opened, and as 
each door was unlocked a rush would be made, 
defying the efforts of the police to enforce the 
orders of the managers. _Many who did not 
hold tickets forced their way in, and others 
“imhed jn through the car windows.

Just beyond this station is West 
Peari river trestle and abouta hnundred men 
and boys had placed themselves herein order to 
jumpon the train when the speed Of the en- 
gine wes siacked. Of these only one suuc- 
ceeded tn ge foothold on the rear piat- 
form of the last coach, at the imminent risk of 
his life. At every station crowds of people 
shouted at the train as it rushed by, but no 
stop was made, 
PASSING THE MILITIA. 

About a mile beyond East Pearl river, a 
company of Mississi»pi militia, who had been 
sent down to the state line yesterday afternoon 
to prevent the fight, was found. The speed of 
the train nad been increased and ran by them 
at the rate of forty miles an hour, the crowds 
hooting and yelling at them in derision. 

Aboutten miles from the battle ground, the 
train stopped and those on the roof,of the cars 
deserted their perches. <A dirtiev, blacker set 
of men, outside of chimney sweeps, were never 
Seen. Their,appearance caused .shouts of 
laughter from tha more fortunate deadheads, 
who had braved the conductors successfully. 

SPORTING CHARACTERS ON HAND.

THE TRAIN STALLED. 

At %o'clock the second train reached the 
battleground, after several vexatious and long 
delays. The locoinotive did not have power 
enovgh to draw the train up the grade or 
round the curves. The coaches were also in 
poor running order, lot boxes being frequent 
and causing delay. Within twelve miles of 
the battle ground half of the train was de- 
tached to await the return of the locomotive. 
When the first section of the train arrived at 
its destination, arush was made to the ring, 
which wag pit« shed hi alf fa mile from the depot.

A Pretty Spot in the Piney Woods Covered 
with Green Turf, 

LICHBURG, Miss., July 8.—It was expected 
that the special train would reach Richburg 
early after daylight, but there were numerous 
delaysonthe road. The train stopped ona 
big tresUe for halfan hour while the train- 
men searched for people who were stealing 
their way. About twenty miles from here 
there was a similar wait and the train did not 
get to Richburg until 7:40. Several players 
who had gotten the tip with Parson Davies, 
Costello and others, had gone over the evening 
before and were atthe train. The ring was 
built about an eighth of a mile from the rail- 
road track. Itis a pretty spot with tall pines 
all around, and the ground is level and cov- 
ered with green turf. Thering is made of 
heavy ropes run through stakes deeply driven 
into the ground aad a square of amphitheatri- 
cai seats rises on foursides of the squared ring. 
The people from the first train almost entirely 
fllied the seats. The ring was pitched ona 
level solid plot, well suit:d for the purpose. 
It is grassy and springy without being at all 
slippery. 

Richburg is virtually owned by Mr. Rich, and 
the place covers an area of 10,000 acres, mak- 
ing over three counties df Mississippi. Mr. 
Rich is owner of an extensive sawmill and this 
place was picked ont simply because of the 
bars it afforded to suspicion. 

Last night afier dark a body of one hundred 
and sixty men went to work by the aid of bon- 
fires to perfect the battle ground, which is on 
the sawdust of the mill, and seats for 1,500 
peovle were hastily constructed. The owner 
of tho property had made splendid arrange- 
ments for the pugilists, and room on the prop- 
erty was provided for Kilrain. Quarters were 
also fitted up for Suliiv ‘an and his party. 


IN TH E RING’ 


The Toss Up for Position and Choosinga Ref 
erce,. 

New Or.EAns, July 8.—There was creat ex- 
citementat the ring side as Bud Renaud, Mike 
Donovan and Johnny Murphy made their ap- 
pearance, which they didat 9:50a.m. On the 
toss up for position, IXilrain’s representative, 
Mike Donovan, won and selected the northeast 
corner. Muldoon, Sullivan’s representative, 
chosa the southwest corner. 

At this juncture, the sheriff of the county 
appearance, and in the name of the 
state of Mississippi commanded the peace and 
retired. This was the only effort on the part 
of the authorities to interfere with the fight. 

Abont ten o’clock, the sun having gone be- 
hind a cloud, there was no perceptible advan- 
tage ineithercorner. IJ\ilrain was the first to 
make his appearance, accompanied by Mike 
Donovan and Charley Mitchell. IIe was 
grected with applanse, but wore a very serious 
air, as if fuily realizing the work before him. 

As the crowd recognized the stalwart form 
of the big fellow, as he jamped into the ring, 
the cheers were deafening. He looked in 
marked contrast to Kilrain, seeming to be per- 
fectly at his ease regarding the termination of 
the contest. 

CHOOSING THE REFEREE. 

The name of Pat Kenrick, of New Orleans, 
was offeréd by the Kiirain side as referee, but 
he was not acceptable to the other side. The 
representative of Sullivan proposed tlhe name 
of John Fitzpatrick, of New Orleans, saying: 

“T want the fight today to take place on its 
merits, and may the best man’ win. I have 
only one name to present for the position of 
referee, and that one is Known throughout the 
state asan upright, Just and honest man. I 
name John F itzpatrick, of New Orleans.’’

Charley Mitchell—“I don’t know the gentle- 
man just ciel. but I think ifthe other side 
want to fight, the one we have named ought to 
satisfy them.” 

Charley Johnson would not agree, saying if 
the Kilrain party wouJd not take John Fitz- 
patrick they did not want to fight. 

At this juncture Mitchell proposed that they 
toss up to see which one of the above named 
gentlemen would act as referee, but this did 
not seem to be the wish of the Sullivan 
side, though the crowd favored the idea. 

FITZPATRICK ACCEPTED. 

Then Professor Butler proposed the name of 
a New York man, who, however, did not prove 
acceptible to the other side, and after con- 
siderable wrangling over the matter, Mitchell 
finally said they were filling to accept Fitzpat- 
rick, and the announcement was received with 
cheers. 

Mitchell here went over and examined the 
spikes in Sullivan’s shoes, Cleary doing the 
same to Kilrain. 

Fitzpatrick—"‘I am not very conversant with 
fouls. This will be a fair contest of the meriis 
of the two men, and I will dothe best I can, 
In regard to the question that has been spoken 
of, as to what time the thirty seconds between 
rounds shall commence, I decide that it com- 
mences from the time the man falls.’’

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THE GREAT F IGHT. 


The Battle tibees by Rounds—Scenes at the 
Close. 
July 8.—Sullivan was the 

Vieccor in the fight today. Seventy-five rounds 
were fought. The first information of the re- 
sult was brought to New Orleans by the spe- 
st ui train of the Asssociated Press, which 

rade the run of 105 miles in three hours and 
ten minutes. There was no attempt at weet 
fereuce, and Kilrai n was the first toshy! 
castor in the lie was seconded by Char- 
Ie¢y Mitchell and Mike John Nit 
phy bottle-hoider. Sullivan followed a minute 
later, and was roundly cheered. His secouds 
were Williain Muldoon and Mike Cleary; 
Daniel Mur of Boston, bottle holder’ 
Pat Kendrick, of New Orxloaus, was sug- 
gested ne referee by  Kilrain, and 
John Fitzpatrick, also of New Or'eans, by 
Sullivan. After slight wrangling Fitzpatrick 
was mutually agreed upon as referee and hil- 
rain won the tass for position and selected the 
northeast corner, Sullivan taking the south- 
west. Just before time was called Kilrain 
stepped over to Sullivan and _ proffered to 
wager $1,000 on the result, which was prompt- 
ly accepted by Sullivan and the money placed 
in Referee Fitzpatrick’s hands. 

At 10:10 the principais and seconds advanced 
to the center of the ring and formed a maltese 
cross in shaking hands, the latter retiring 
outside the ropse and the principals to thei 
respective corners. At the cali of time, Suili- 
van and Kilrain advanced tothe center of the 
ring, the.former wearing a contident smile, 
Kilrain iooking serious, and the great battle 
for the world’s championship began: 

First round—Kilrain immediately made arush for 
Sullivan, feinting with his left, suddenly clinched 
and threw him heavily tothe turf, securs 
leud applause. Time fifteen

crowd, it appears, and being so proclaimed by ~ul- 
iivan’s fricnds, mnas kKilrain wanted to loseon a 
foul. The round ciosed by Ihilrain ie down 
from a light blow oa®) ic neck, 

Fourth: round—Both sparred cautiuously for an 
opening. Kilrain, afier one or two feints on the 
part of Sullivan, cs sied in, nist Sullivan, securing 
a cross buttock hold, tried to throw the Baltimore 
boy, but he broke away and iaoded a stinger on 
Sullivan’sjaw. Both men then sparred cautionsly, 
Kilrain succeeding in getting in a-lhght blow on 
Suilivan’s neck. This round, which was in favor 
of Kiirain, ended by the laticr falling to avoid pun- 
ishment. 

Fifth Round—Sullivan ope ed with a flint wit! 
his left, upon which Kilrain immediately retreated, 
Sullivan foliowed him up. The round ended by 
Kilrain going down near hisown -corner, his aim 
appearing to avoid punishment, the same tactics 
adop ed by his trainer, Mitchell, in his ‘‘footrace ’ in 
LeBelle France. 

8:xth Round—Sullivan e@omimenced operations by 
landing heaviy with his le‘t on Kilrain’s jaw. 
They then clinched and fell heavily, Sullivan on 
top. At the conclusion ofthis round, Kilrain was 
carried to his corner, while Sullivan walked to his 
unassisted, Time, two minutes, 

Seventh round—Both sprr ed continuors'y fo#gn 
opening, bnt soon clinched and indulged in some 
sharp, short arm work, Kilrain gettingin three or 
four good ones on Sullivan’s ribs and as! arp right- 
hander on Suilivan’s right ear, drawing blood, 
First blood claimed and allowed for Kilrdin. Time

Kighth round—Sullivan came up bleeding from 
the cut on his @ar, having the appearance of an en. 
razed bull, He imme liately ru-hed at Kilrain and 
aftera few passes succeeded in breaking down his 
guard, sending Kilrain to the grass with a heavy 
right handerin the wouth. First knock down 
claimed and allowed Sullivan amid prolonged 
cheers from his admirers. Time two misutes, 

Ninth round—Sullivan led with his lef, Jake 
countering stightly and returning with interest on 
Kilrain's ribs. The latter again went to grass, 

Tenth round—Kilrain came up looking very 
serious, probably reaiizing that he had undertaken 
a huze cou'rict, and as he showed no disposition to 
come to the center of the ring, Suilivan impatiently 
exclaimed: “stand upand fight likea man. I'm 
not a sprinter; 1’ m & fiziter.”” As soon ax K'lrain 
came near him, Sullivan madea puss, but it fell 
short, and Kilrain countered on his stomach, hits 
blows evidently lacking force, doing Sullivan no 

apparent damage. Sullivan made arus® at Kilrain, 
when the latter turned and hugged him, both being 
against the ropes, The big fellow here gotin some 
light blows on Kilrain’s ribs, which by this time 
resembled somewhat the color of raw beefsteak. 
Then they clinched, Kilrain throwing Sullivan and 
falling heavily on topof him. Timetwo minutes 

Eleventh round—Sullivan rushed fighting, Kil. 
rain voing down to avoid punishment. 

At the termination of the eleventh round Sullivan 
did not even take his seat, while Kilraia appeared 
to be very much distressed. Time, three minutes, 

Tweifth round—Kilrain rushed and clinched try- 
ing to throw Jobn but failing. MKilrain’s blows 
lacked strength, the round cnding with John 
clinching and throwing Jake heavily. 

Thirieeuth round—Sullivan had an ugly glare in 
his eye at the opening of this round, as he was de- 
termined to ‘do’ Kilrain and succee 'ed in landing 
light!y on Kilrain’s ribs, the latter countering on 
his stomach, Kilrain, during the round spiked 
Sulivan in one of his feet, causing it to bleed quite 
profusely, and aimed a blow which would have 
been foul had it taken effeet. Suliivan here got in 
some telling blows on Kinraiu's ribs and chest, 
Kilrain countering on his ncck with a blow which 
staggered Suliivan, but did not seem to cause much 
damage. Kilrain, in subsequent interchanges, 

vent down to avoid punishment, Time jftwo min- 

utes, 

Fourteenth round—Kilrain again started around 
the ring, ending with aclinchin which Sullivan 
slipped, going down under the ropes. 

Fifteenth round—Kilrain agein resorted to his 
sprinting tactics, Sullivan exclaiming “Come and 
fight.’’ Kilrain made. a pass at Sullivan’s stomach, 
Sullivan avoiding 1¢ and planting a roaster on 
Kilrain’s ribs. Suilivan made anoth r vicious 
lunge, which Kilrain dodged.and he in turn rushed 
Sullivan against the ropes, but effecting no damage 
Sullivan’s face meanwhile w ore a confident ‘‘You- 
can’t-hurtyme expression’? and backed Kilrain 
into the latter’s corner and aiming a 
vicious blow at MKilrain, which the Iatter 
cleverly avoided and ran away from his 
antagonist. Sullivan again appeal to the referee to 
induce Kilrain to face the music, saying to Mitchs 
ell’s protege, “Why can’t you fight like a man?” 
Kilrain rushed at Sullivan, the latter countering 
right and left, landing on Kilirain’s ribs and jaw.

From the 48th to the 67th round, Kilrain resorted 
to running around and dropping at every opportus

Sixtysninth round—Kilrain was knocked down 
with ar'ght-hander inthe jaw. Fromthisuntilthe 
close of the 75th round Kilrain pursued his running 
away tactics dropping on cvery attempt of Sullivan 
to administer punishment. 

Seventieth round—Kilrain very weak, Sullivan 
landing repeatedly. Kiirain tried to throw Suili- 
van by catching him by the legs, then slipped and 
fell. 

edie round—Kilrain growing weaker, 
feinted and ran away, Sullivan finally knocked him 
down with a blow in the ribs, 

Seventyssecond round—Sullivan forced the fight- 
ing, leading and landed slightly several times, Kil- 
rain again go.ng down to avoid punishment. 

Seventysthird round—Kiiraiu retreated all uround 
the ring. The round ended with Kilrain going 
down toavoid punishment, 

Seventysfourth round—Kilrain led, landing 
slightly on Sullivan, the latter finally went down 
with a slight blow. 

THE SPONGE THROWN UP. 

Seventy; fifth round—Kilrain went down with a 
light blow in the jaw and was cautioned by the refs 
erce. When time was called torthe seventyasixth 
round, Mitchell ran overto Sullivan's corner and 
asked if he wouid give Kilrain a present, provided 
they would throw up thesponce. Sullivan gencrs

KILRAIN BADLY USED UP. 

The only marks on Sullivan were as light cut 
under the right eye, and another on tho left 
ear. Kilrain’s boay showed the effect of Sul- 
livan’s blows and he was bleeding at the ears, 
nose and mouth. Both men were hurriedly 
conveyed tothe train by their friends and 
given attention. Sullivan’s condition was su- 
perior to Kilrain’s, the latter looking as if he 
had been evertrained. Atno time excepting 
when Sullivans stomach gave evidence of 
weakness, was there any doub: as to the final 
result of the fight. 

How They Were Dressed. 

Sullivan wore green breeches, white socks 
and spiked shoes.

may judge which needs protection most in such 
cases the jailer or the prisoners committed to his 
custody, and whether there is anything in that 
decision which would call for legislative ac- 
tion which would seriously embarrass the ad- 
ministration of the federal law, and: probably 
result in great hardship to those unfortunate 
citizens of our state who in consequence may 
be sent to prisons out of the limits of the state.

iated Press in advance of all competition, is 
due to the organization of the force en} ploy ed 
forthe event. The men who did the work 
were well qualified, aud to them is due all 
praise for the success which attended their 
efforts. [A corps of reporters were brought from 
Momphis, Tenn., consisting of Messrs. Sam L. 
Barinds, Nathan Picard, of the Daily Appeal, 
and J. Hogan, of the Evening Scimeter. 
These gentlemen were selected for their ability 
and knowledge of sporting events. Messrs. 
Picard and Barinds did the descriptive work‘ 
while to Mr. Hogan, who isan authority on 
athletic sports, was detailed the work of the 
ring. Inthis specialty Mr. Hogan had the 
assistance of William Beattie, a well known 
stenographer of New Orleans, and the work of 
these two enabled the Associated Press to give 
each round fought in detail and it1s the official 
report of the loc cal mill. {n addition to these 
already named G. Walker Koss, sporting editor 
of the Evening States, and Chris 
Lindaver, of this city, who contributed 
no little in supplying valuable 
contributions to the voluminous reports Jsent 
out preliminary to the fight. When the night 
manager of the Associated Press from Chicago

Orleans correspondent of the Associated Press,

CLOSING THE E STATIONS 


On Account of Inadequate Appropriations 
Quarantine Stations Will Be Reduced. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—Letters were mailed 
by the surgeon general of the marine hospital 
service to Ofticers in charge of chief quarantine 
stations, notifying them of the reduction in ap- 
propriations for the quarantine service for the 
current fiscal year. By reason of this reduc- 
tion three stations on the Atlantic coast, one 
on the Gulf and two on the Pacific coast will 
be closed on the first of October. Estimates 
for this service for the current fiscal year, sub- 
mitted by the surgeon general, aggregated 
$60,000. This was cut down by the house to 
$40,000, restored by the senate tothe original 
amount and in conference reduced to $50,000, 
As this amount is entirely insufficient to main- 
tain all quarantine stations now in operation 
throughout the year, two only will be Kept 
open, namely; one at Sanlrancisco and one on 
the Gulf coast. The stations to be closed will 
be left in charge ofa keeper.

se Law Works 


Ther Do Not Care to 
Speaks Out Plainly—How the Sa 
E‘sew here. 


The bill introduced by Mr. Tatum,of Dade 
county, yesterday,in which he desires to make 
it unlawful to import dressed beef into Ge 
orto sell it after it has been imported,has crea- 
ted quite a stir. 

Neither Mr. Conolly, of Armour dressed 
beef company, or Mr. Northern, of the Sioux 
City colmpany, were prepared to taik on the 
subject when asked for thelr views. Mr. Con- 
Clly, however, called attention to the fact that 
such a bill had been introduced in the legisia- 
tnres of twenty-three states. In nineteen of 
these the bill failed. In one state it 
passed and then the people got up a petition 
praying to have it repealed. The three other 
states where it passed were themselves great 
cattle-raising districts, and it was a matter of 
no importauce, as no beef was imported there. 

The idea of the people of Atlanta being 
forced to eat Georgia wiregrass beef made one 
of the dealers smile audibiy. He said: 

‘'T have not seen .the bill, nor do I care to 
talk much about it just now; but I sup- 
pose the object is to insure healthy 
meat, and the law if the bill passes will prohibit 
the importation of any kind of dressed meat. 
That will be rough on the people in some paris 
of the state who live almost entirely on pork,”’ 

Mr. Beerman. of the Kimball! hotel and 
Markiam, locked at the maiter in a very scri- 
ous light. He said: 

“T vet all my meat from New York or 
Chicago, and if 1 can’t getit, and have to feed 
my guests on Georgia wiregrass beef, 1 mught 
as we!l close both houses. The people would 
not stand it; and another thing, they could 
not supply me here with the kin dof meat Luse 
They wouid have to kill two car leads a d: Ly 
for my sole use, because I only take 
the ribs, sirloins and tenderloins. The rest 
of the animal is useless tome. Jrow, in Chi- 
cago, they use the rough parts of the beeves 
for canning, but here thev would have-to throw 
itaway. A beef will only furnish a thin strip 
of tenderloin, and I use nothing but tender- 
loins for staaks. 

‘‘As long asa hot +] proprietor can offer good 
coffve, good bread, good meat and gocd beds, 
he can be sure of a big patronage, but when 
he can’t do this he might as well close his 
house. - There is not a lirst-class house in any 
of the cities of the siate who would 
dare offer Georgia eef on their 
tables. They all get it from New York 
or Chicago and if this law passes they will all 
have to shut up. The traveling public are 
accustomed to good meat and they are not 
going to put up with anything of an inferior 
quality. Ireceived a supply of beef today 
from Chicago. Just come with me and look 
at it, and then see if anything comparing with 
it could be produc ed here. 

Mr. Deerman then led the way to the base- 
ment where the big refrigerator is located. He 
threw open the door and sie ppedin. Beef 
was hanging from hooks over head and _ piled 
on shelves at the sides. 

‘*Look at this beef,’’ continued Mr. Beer- 
man. “: i eh a3 fat as can

I will venture to say that no matter how Geor- 
gia cattle were fed they could never produce 
such meatasthat. Itisnot in thestock. I 
have, myself, seventy head of cows in prime 
condition, but I wouldn’t dare puta piece of 
meat from one of them on my .table. I an 
anxious to spend allthe money I canin_ At- 
lanta, but if . have to buy my beef here I will 
have to close ny house.”’

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Fora Jail Inspector. 

One of the most eeepesent bills to be intro- 
duced this session, and notalready referred to 
in TH“ CONSTITUTION, is that of Hon. Ed. 
Simmons, of Sumter. 

The bill provides for the appointment of a 
State jail inspector, whose oftice and place of 
business is to be in the capitol. 

The jail inspector is to be appointed by the 
governor, and for aterm of four years. His 
aunual Salary is tixed at $2,000. 
It is stipulated that the inspe ctor 
must be a competent physician and a resident 

f the state. 

The inspector shall have power and author- 
ity to condemn al! jails not constructed with a 
view to couifort and sanitary conditions, and 
if he deeins best to ordér any and all neces- 
sary changes made. Every jail in tho state 
must be iuspected once @ year, and as much 
oftener as expedient. 

When it becomes necessary to tear down a 
jail or changeit, the inspector shall make a 
detailed account of all work to be done 
tothe judge of the superior court of tiat 
county. This report is to be carefully examin- 
ed by the judge, and he is to judve of the neces- 
sity of the changes proposed. Hi{is order shall 
be a final judgment to the ordinary, or to the 
county Cconimissioners, 2s the one or the other 
controls the county reve hues. The expense of 
sach condemnation or change is to be met by 
the county like all otier current expenses 

“Some of the county jails of Georgia are a 
disgrace to the state,’’ said Mr. Simmons yes- 
terday. ‘‘Oiten I have seen prisoners brought 
from jail that hadn’t had a change of clothing 
in six months, aud I-have seenthe vermin 
crawling over theminthe court reom. The 
principle of our land is not to punish a man 
until after he’s convicted, and yet the inno- 
cent, as wellas the guilty, are jocked up in 
those jails. Ihave in mind the case of a man 
who was locked up in Harris county. He 
begged them to send him tothe penitentiary, 
aud offered to go to work as a_ convict 
rather than Ne in jail. I was very much 
interested in the grand jury reports of the 
condition of Fulton county jail, and that’s 
probably the best in tle state. Suneh things 
as were described in THrE CONSTITUTION were 
done in the best Jail in the stateand right here 
in the shadow of the legislative halls. Imagine, 
then, wat it isin the wire grass counties—no 
continuous going in and coming out of visitors, 
no money, no responsibility. Jt’s a fact that 
before negroes in the penitentiary will asso- 
ciate with a negro just from jail thoy 
make him strip and sernb, and then. burn his 
jail clothes. Th: AL's dene in every convict 
calp in Georgia”

SISTRATION DILL. 


The Tex Collector of r ‘alton to Become a 
Registrar—Senator Rice's Bill Explained. 
Serator Rice will introduce in the legisla- 

ture a bill for registration of the voters in Ful- 

ton county. 

By this bill the tax collector of Fulton is 
made registrar, totakea separate oath asreg- 
istrar. He is tostamp the word ‘‘registered,” 
on the tax receipts, and also upon the stub re- 
maining in the receipt book. At the same 
tine he is to record in a book kept for the pur- 
pose, the name of the person registering, to- 
gether with his district voting precinct, 
or if a resident of the city, his 
ward and place of residence. This record is 
to he closed ten days before the _ election. 
Every citizen is to register in person and the 
full misdemeanor penalty is provided against 
unregistered voters. The same penalty will 
fall on the registrar if he refuses registration 
to any person duly qualified and entitled to 
vote. His compensation is ten cents a ticket 
until it amounts to $1,000, which sum it shall 

under no circumstances exceed. 

The books are to close ten days before each 
election and the registrar is required to make 
out immediateiy a list by precincts and wards 
of the persons entitled to vote. This i8 to be 
turned over to the ordinary who is required to 
have it printed and furnish one copy to each 
voting precinet and fifty additional copies at 
each precinct for the use of the public. 

Executions are to. issue immediately after 
the close of registration, against al] property 
owners who have not paid their tax and 

the sheriff is to collect these executions. Upon 

collection he is to give a receipt siamped, reg- 
istered and the citizen will be entitled to vote, 
provided he gets his receipt ten days before 
any election. Reasonable notice of the close of 
revistration is of course to be given. 

In case the registrur fails or refuses to turn 
over the list of registered voters, as provided 
in the terms of the bill, he will lose his com- 
pensation and become liable to the penalty for 
misdemeancrs, 

The commissioners of roads and revenues 
are directed to pay the expense of registration, 
Classijication and printing of the lists. 
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FOR A EOARD OF PARDONS 


Senator Massengale to Introduce a Bill to 


Establish One. 

A year or so ago Governor Gordon, in his 
message to the ge eneral acsembly, recommend- 
ed the establishment of a board of pardons, as 
that part of the executive duty has become so 
burdensome as to take up a great deai of time 
demanded by other matters. 

A bill was introduced in the legislature to 
sarry out this idea, but it never went through. 
Senator Massengale has been thinking over 

the matter, and has come to the conclusion 
that such a beard isan urgent necessity. He 
has, accordingly, formulated a bill which will 
be introduced in the senate today. It provides 
for a board of pardons to consist of three mem- 
bers. The amount of compens: Ltign is not fully 
decided on. He thought of putting it at $1,000 
der annum each, but some senators with whom 
he consulted thought it should be less and he 
may cut down that figure some. It is said 
thata great deal of the governor's time 1s 
given toinvestigating cases in which execu- 
tive clemency is ; sought. and still several hun- 
dred cases remain unreached.

the Sth of June last— month aro today —Wa 
cndei the earihly life of him whose nameis above 
written. Itwasalifethat had once been fall of 
fair promise, Lut discase, in consumption’s fatal 
form, early claimed him for its own; and, for its 
greater part, iife for him was but a strugele with 
death, in which all the hopes and prospects of his 
young manhvod were soon extinguished, and which 
ended only with bis expiring breath. 

Virgil Cicero Cooke wa3 born in Macon county, 
North Carolina, January 3d, 1835. Ilis family after- 
wurds came to Georgia, and while living in Rome 
hercad law withthe late Daniel & Printup, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1559. He subsequently 
attended the Lumpkin law school at Athens, and, 
in 1860, was a graduate of its first class, After his 
graduation he went to Griffin to live, and 
formed a partnership with the late Leonard T,.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 
htocks as Roported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 8.—The stock market was 
teain under the influence ofthe Western railroad 
Jituation today, anda decline extending 2% per 
erent were brought about, though there was after- 
ward a substantial recovery from the lowest prices, 
News of the day was not of special valuc, but there 
were rumors of a disquieting nature persistently 
circulated—especially in the forenoon—and almost 
every member of the interstate association was re= 
ported asready to withdraw. This §was supple- 
mented by heavy sales for the short account, 
and operations of the day resulted in a marked in- 
crease in thenumber of outstanding short contracts.
